CHICAGO, July 6.—The weather today U 


very propitious for the convention, such 


•v clear sky and such cool breezes not be- 
ing the usual experience of delegates to 
conventions here. Every train today has 
brought in political organizations and 
clubs with bands and drum corps. The 
third section of the Dick Bland marching 
club arrived this morning re-enforcing the 
2,500 already here. 


The Nebraska train arrived with a blaze 


of bunting and unloaded thousands of 
•ilver shouters. The stylish Blackburn 
club from Louisville are here. A big dele 
gallon of Boies men from Iowa are whoop* 
ing it op for their favorite. The streets 
are practically given up to panders and 
tbe hotel corridors are crowded. 


The real work of the convention began 


at 10 this morning with the assembling of 
tbe national committee in the committee 
parlors at the Palmer house. Intense in- 
terest is felt in the result of the meeting 
as the (election of temporary presiding 
officers promise! to develop the first test 
of strength between the silver and gold 
forces. 


The feeling prevail! that Hill will be 


strongly pushed to the front as temporary 
chairman but there is great uncertainty 
as to what the determined silverites will 
demand. 


The silverites are holding a meeting 


this afternoon at which it will be decided 
whether the temporary chairman named 
by the national committee is to be con- 
sidered as acceptable to them. The com- 
mittee will doubtless present the name 
they wish to the convention whether 
to the silverites or not, which will open 
the fight at once when the convention 
assembles tomorrow morning. 
Senator 


Daniel of Virginia seems to be favored for 
temporary chairman by the silverites. 


The only contests expected are among 


the delegations from Michigan, South 
Dakota and Nevada. Tbe national com- 
mittee will hear the contests. 


A tip of a dark horse was furnished to- 


day by a telegram from Vice President 
Btephenson stating that his election to 
Congress in 1878 was the result of his ad- 
vocacy of the remonetization of silver. 
The dispatch was in answer to an inquiry 
from Ex-Congressman McNeely and is re- 
garded as being very significant. The 
South Carolina delegation is instructed 
1'or Senator Tillman who is also enjoying 
B dark horse boom. 


There is considerable doubt whether 


several states represented at the Bland 
•Mivaa can be delivered in bodies. Cali- 
fornia and Louisiana are holding, out al- 
though strong efforts are being made to 
bring them into line for Bland. The In- 
diana men claim that Mathew'a candi- 
dacy is in a healthy condition and they 
teem inclined to stand by him. 


The program of the gold men has begun 


loawume shape although their plans are 
not yet announced. During the gold con- 
ferences Mr. Whitney, who is the recog- 
nized leader of the gold forces, has urged 
tiie anti silverites to stand together and 
be ready to act in a solid, body when the 
occaiion requires* 
. It is understood as the matter now 
•lands that the course of gold men is not 
' to walk out of the convention but to 


remain until its close. When the ail- 
lerite* have captured everything and 
adjourned a conference will be held and 
arrangements made for a convention by 
»»me of the anti silver democrats for the 
purpose of nominating a man whom they 
ean support. 


General Tracy of New York, who was a 


gold leader in tbe 53rd congress when the 
silver purchasing law was repealed, says 
he does not think that either a bolt or a 
separate ticket will be organized, but 
that peaple who disapprove the nomina- 
tion of a silvcrito will make a spontan- 
eous demand for another candidate. 


The battle among the candidates is 


reaching a critical stage. 
The Bland fol- 


lowers put on a front of grant elation over 


the caucus of their forces yesterday, and 
make the claim that their candidate will 
be nominated by acclamation. 
This has 


the 
counter 
effect 
of concentrating 


Bland's opposition, which is causing con- 
siderable uneasiness among his followers. 


Ex-Governor Boles is expected to re- 


turn to Chicago some time during the 
day. The gold men of Iowa are perfect- 
ing an organization for the support of 
Boies. The leaders are Richardson, mem- 
her of the national committee, Cato Sells, 
Judge Kinney and T. M. Gobble. The 
latter is one of four gold delegates from 
Iowa. 


The other three gold delegates refuse to 


participate in the movement for the nom- 
ination of Boies and already have given 
notice that they intend to bolt a silver 
nomination whether it is Boies or any 
other man. The organization of Iowa 
gold men has for its purpose the holding 
for Boies of all the silver delegates possi- 
ble. And when he has enough to effect his 
nomination if supported by gold delegates 
from the eastern states these delegates 
are to pole for him. 


General Weaver of Iowa was in confer- 


ence with the Boies leaders today and 
said he was in favor of* fusion of Demo- 
crats and Popnlltt*! not only in congres- 
sional districts and in the state of Iowa 
but throughout the nation. 


General Weaver, who was th« Populist 


candidate four years ago, says he is for 
Teller and hopes Teller will be nominated. 
If Teller is not selected he will support 
Boies and urge th!e Populists to support 
him if nominated by Democratic votes, 
provided he is not nominated with the 
aid of gold votes in the convention. 


Weaver says he will not support any 


Democrat nominated in this convention 
with the aid of gold votes and will urge 
the populists to oppose a fusion for such a 
candidate, especially if there is any ap- 
pearance of a combine in favor of a silver 
candidate which looks like a compromise 
with the gold forces.

A Folite Balder. 


A correspondent cf the London Times 


has discovered in the French national 
archives an original memorandum in 
which the famous sea rover, Paul Jones, 
told the story of one of the occurrences 
connected with his raid on the British 
coasts in 1778. Jones wrote: 


Returning on board the Banger, the 


wind being favorable, I sailed for the Scot- 
tish coast. My intcnrton was to capture 
the Earl of Selkirk ami detain him as a 
hostage. Accordingly the same day, April 
83, 1778, about noon, having with me 
a single boat, only two officers and a small 
guard, I landed on that nobleman's estate. 


On landing I met some of the inhab- 


itants, who, taking me for an Englishman, 
told me that Lord Selkirk was then in 
London, but that my lady, his wife, and 
several lady friends were at home. This 
made me resolve to return immediately to 
my boat and go back to the Banger. This 
moderate conduct was pot to the taste of 
ffiy men, who were inclined to pillage, 
burn and devastate all they could. Though 
this would have been making war after 
the fashion of the English, I did not think 
it fit flSRnitate them, especially on this oc- 
casion, consideringwhatwasdao to a lady. 


It was necessary, however, to find some 


compromise to satisfy the cupidity of my 
crow and to spare Lady Selkirk. I had 
only a moment for choice. What seemed to 
me best to reconcile es^jthlng was to or- 
der the two officers t",»!u to the mansion 
with my guard, which Bis to remain out- 
side under arms while v^ey alone entered. 
They were then politely to ask for the fam- 
ily plate, to stay only a few minutes, to 
take what was given them without de- 
manding anything more and retnrn Im- 
mediately afterward without proceeding 
to any search. 


I was strictly obeyed. The plate -was 


given np. Lady Selkirk told the officers 
several times over that she was very sensi- 
ble of the moderation shown by me. She 
even wished to come to the beach, a mile 
from her mansion, to invite me to dine 
with her, but the officers begged her not 
to tuko tho trouble to do this.

The ostensible reason for this activity is 
of course that the navy must make a 
•bowing to inspire a wholesome respect 
for itself in forei?r:i circles. 


But there is more in it than a mere dis- 


play and object lesson. It would not stir, 
prise us if the quiet appearing, fishing 
President has at this momenta plan de- 
veloped in his mind of vast import to the 
1' nited States and Spain and upon which 
the salvation of Cuba depends. 


It will be remembered that the summer 


time has always been selected by Presi- 
dent Cleveland for perfecting and sprinjr 
ing his greatest surprises upon the coun- 
try. There is a special reason now for 
the administration to do something that 
tliall be intended not only as a grand cli- 
irmxfor itself but which shall turn peo- 
ple's minds from money to patriotism.

cherish with sacred reverence our coun- 
try's Caff, in which we seo our republic 
herself. Her glory is her self-government 
for unselfish ends.

He be- 
longed to tha school of good sense and was 
scrupulous In detail and tae verification of 
nature. It was a strange thing to say, but 
true, that so successful an artist, whose 
•works obtained almost fabulous prices, 
never displayed tho whole extent of his 
capability. 
The public taste and require- 


ments circumscribed his talent in a sort of 
magic circle from which he could not es- 
cadc. His '' Smoker," his " Drinker,'' his 
" P.eader" found such general favor that 
ho had to reproduce the original type, di- 
versifying it as much as possible. It is a 
great art to inspire interest with a single 
figure, and Meissonier could doubtless had 
ho so willed have done more and even bet- 
ter. At rare Intervals he widened what 
was called bis bonne petite existence in 
time, his calm interiors, his old buffets, 
his china rases am) took up a grand and 
satisfying subject.—Temple Bar. 


Ridicule the Te»t of Trntb. 


It is said that ridicule is the test of truth. 


And there is a true -sense In the saying. 
The Platonic irony—which is renlly the 
feigning of ignorance in order to get a man 
to make a fool of himself—may illustrate 
this.

of a sense of the'ridlcnlons as "brotherly 
sympathy with the downward side." It is 
a most pregnant saying. "Twenty-seven 
millions, mostly fools." 
Well, better to 


Tlew them as fools than as knaves. For the 
emotion raised by folly is rather pity and 
ruth than anger. 
Then, again, the ludi- 


crous, and especially the variety of it which 
we call satire, is an inestimable instrument 
of moral police; I do not ™T of moral ref- 
ormation. What moral reformation really 
means is the conversion of the will from 
bad to good. And I do not think satire, as 
a rule', likely to eHert that. But It is cer- 
tainly a most effective deterrent.—Fort- 
nightly Review.

be made without tools, save for the use 
of a small kitchen saw, of which every 
home can boast. Eight boxes in all will 
be required—seven for the bracket and 
one for the supports. Take off the lids 
which are not required for this design 
and soak the boxes in very hot water in 
order to get rid of the labels and th° 
smell of tobacco. When free from paper, 
leave the boxes iraveral hours in a warm 
room until the wood ia dry, then rub it 
with coarse sandpaper until smooth. 
Set aside four boxes, which yon will 
use in their entirety. Saw one box ex- 
actly in half. From two boxes saw off 
one-third of each and the rernaimug 
box, which is to serve as the supports, 
deal with iu this way—first saw it in 
half, then slope off the sides so that 
when the support is agnmst the wall 
these side pieces vanifh to a point at the 
end and give grace to the design. 


When your boxes me so prepared, 


they are ready to be painted with As- 
pinall's ebony enamel. Where the boxes 
are joined there is no need to add a 
coating of paint, but coly all percepti- 
ble parts, inside and outside. When the 
first coating is quite dry, add another, 
laying the enamel on evenly and thinly. 


Now fix your boxes in place. Begin 


by cementing with strong glue the two 
small pigeonholes at the bottom of the 
bracket. These are formed from the box 
you sawed in half. Then to each of 
these, at either side, glue a whole box 
in horizontal position. On the top of 
each pigeonhole fix a box perpendicu- 
larly, and the three-quarter boxes are 
glued one at eaon side of these upright 
boxes. The little shelves which you see 
ara made from the ends of the boxes 
which were taken off, and they must of 
course be enameled black. 


The supports are best fixed to the 


wall with screws, bored right through 
the back of each, or you can attach gilt 
plates and screw them thus to the wall. 
When your bracket is placed upon these 
holders, decorate it with knickknacks of 
suitable height and size. If the bracket 
is inclined to lean a little forward and 
you are not quite sure as to its security, 
ecrew a couple of small brass plates to 
the upright boxes, paes a narrow gilt 
chain or piece of picture cord through 
the holes, and attach this to a small 
hook driven into the wall. 


Cooking Oritens, 


All greens ought to be very carefully 


washed in several waters. Beet greens, 
also spinach and other greens, are spoiled 
by being cooked in too much water. 
One authority says: 


A cup of water for half a peck of 


greens is sufficient. Many of these deli- 
cate greens are better if cooked in melted 
butter" or the drippings from fried bacon. 
Put the butter into a saucepan and place 
it over the fire; put in the washed 
greens, cover them and cook from 15 to 
20 minutes, stirring frequently to keep 
them from scorching. Turn them into a 
hot dish a-ad season with a little more 
tratter and the salt and pepper necessary. 
Garnish the dish with slices of hard 
boiled eggs.

Chicago, July 6.—The crisis in na- 


tional democratic prospects will proba- 
bly be reached this afternoon. It may 
be precipitated by the decision of the 
national committee as to temporary 
chairman of the convention.

There is an openly ex- 
pressed desire on the part of the silver 
men to force the fight from the be- 
ginning upon the temporary chair- 
manship, and George Fred Williams 
of Massachusetts, one of the latest 
claimed accessions to the silver ranks, 
is spoken of as a desirable eastern 
man to be put forward in antagonism 
to Senator Bill. Sound money men are 
•willing, nnd Senator Hill is even said 
to be eager, to have the fight opened 
upon this issue. They assert to an- 
tagonize the recommendation of a 
national committee in the matter of 
temporary organization would be such 
a breach of democratic tradition and 
usage that no democratic convention 
could reasonably be expected 
to 


sanction it by a deliberate vote. Sena- 
tor Harris of Tennessee appears to be 
generally accepted as the majority's 
choice for permanent chairman.
